Blind cyclist Keith tackles 
marathon ride from Paris 





A BLIND cyclist is embarking on 
the ride of his life to raise cash for 
Guide Dogs Cymru. 

Keith Barrett, owner of guide dog Lena, 
will cycle a tandem from Paris to Swansea 
this July with Andy Harries, a fellow 
member of the Ogmore Valley Wheelers. 

The ride starts at the Eiffel Tower and 
covers 320 miles in four days. Keith, a 
piano tuner from Comtown, said: “I used 
to be quite serious about cycling in my 
youth, but took a break for 20 years, due 
to family, children and a lack of front 
riders. 

“This event is not just about the 
distance, but the terrain. Cycling 40 miles 
over hills is as tiring as 100 miles on the 
flat. I have complete respect for Andy, 
who is used to doing long mileage and

“You forget how many obstacles are out 
there. I could get around with a white 
cane, but it’s slow. I walk down the road 
with the dog at a good pace, and as far as 
I’m concerned it’s a clear path.”

Abdication of 
leadership? 


N his letter on 
the EU (April 
9), Roger 
Bradshaw repeats 
the assertion that 
Britain’s trade 
wouldn’t suffer 
outside the EU. 

According to the 
people who do the trade, 
this is simply not true 
and perhaps it would be 
wise to listen to them. 
Moreover, trade is 
regulated by agreements 
and goods have to meet 
certain standards. 

Of course, China 
would continue to sell us 
goods if Britain were 
outside the EU, but 
those goods would be 
made according to EU 
regulations. China 
wouldn’t bother 
negotiating new 
regulations with an 
independent Britain. 

Equally, the EU 
negotiates standards for 
goods exported to China. 
Outside the EU, British 
goods sold to China 
would still need to 
adhere to those EU 
standards and 
agreements. Inside the 
EU, Britain has a say 
over what those 
standards should be; 


outside the EU, we 
should have none. 

If it really were the 
case that Britain would 
be better off outside the 
EU then Germany, a 
bigger exporter and a 
bigger contributor to the 
budget, would surely 
also be looking to 
withdraw. 

As for uncontrolled 
immigration, according 
to a parliamentary 
answer in 2014, there 
were 2.3 million people 
from other EU countries 
living in Britain, which 
was balanced by 2.2 
million Britons resident 
in Europe. 

Denying the 
Romanian bricklayer 
entry to Britain would 
mean denying large 
numbers of Britons their 
place in the sun. 

Britain has always 
sought to influence what 
happens in Europe. That 
is why the USA, for 
instance, hopes we shall 
remain in the EU. 

If ever we did leave, 
we should be abdicating 
a policy of leadership 
and engagement in 
Europe that goes back 
over 200 years.

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Carer Kelly takes on 
a marathon run for 
brain disease cause 


A WOMAN from Nottage, Porthcawl, will 
be supporting a brain disease charity 
when she takes on the London Marathon 
in a few weeks. 

Kelly Carr (35), started her training in December 
2014 when she could barely run 5km. Now, four 
months on, Kelly has come on in leaps and bounds 
and runs 25km weekly to prepare herself for 
Britain’s most famous marathon. 

Kelly, a full-time carer was inspired to run the 
marathon after completing a front-facing abseil in 
Bolivia last year. 

“I decided I needed another challenge and what 
better way to challenge myself than to run the 
London Marathon? 

“I had such a great response and amazing 
support from my friends and family, so I thought 
I’d try something a little different this year,” said 
Kelly. 

Just like her abseil, Kelly will be running the 
Virgin Money London Marathon to raise money 
and awareness for the little known neurological 
condition Progressive Supranuclear Palsy (PSP) 
after her mother Yvonne Williams (69), was 
diagnosed with the condition in 2013. 

PSP is a neurological condition which is caused 
by the progressive death of nerve cells in the brain. 
Over time, people diagnosed with PSP are robbed 
of the ability to walk, talk, feed themselves and 
communicate effectively. 

The average life expectancy from the onset of 
symptoms is seven years. 

Kelly, who trains in between caring for her mum 
full-time said: “Abseiling is very different to 
running but I chose this challenge because I wanted 
to show people how PSP severely affects people’s 
mobility. 

“No doubt I will find it difficult to walk after the 
marathon due to the exertion on my legs, but that 
will return. People with PSP aren’t able to get back 
their ability to walk or run, the condition takes that 
away from them,” she added. 

Kelly, will also be showing her support for the 
PSP Association (PSPA), the only national charity 
which supports people with PSP, by running her 
marathon with a frayed lace. The lace is part of 



PSPA’s campaign ‘Ed’s lace’ which aims to 
illustrate the progressive nature of PSP. 

“I’m making sure I’ve got all bases covered in 
regards to awareness raising. PSP is a relatively 
unheard of and anything I can do to try and raise 
awareness I will.” 

Kelly has almost reached her fundraising goal of 
£1,500 having already raised over £1,150.

PLANS to create an ‘all- 
through’ school in Kenfig Hill 
for three to 11-year-olds are set 
to get the go-ahead following 
an overwhelming show of 
support from parents, 
teachers, pupils and the local 
community. 

A public notice is to be issued after 
a series of consultation exercises 
were carried out on proposals to 
merge Mynydd Cynffig Infants 
School with Mynydd Cynffig Junior 
School from September 2015. 

Infants school headteacher 
Amanda Stanford is due to retire in 
July, and an opportunity has arisen to 
develop new arrangements. 

Under the proposals, Mynydd 
Cynffig Infants School will continue 
to operate on its current site until 
infants and juniors can be 
accommodated on the same site. 

There will be one headteacher for 
the new school - Mr Neil Davies - 
and one governing body, that of 
Mynydd Cynffig Primary School. 

The budget for the new Mynydd 


Cynffig Primary School will also be 
increased to fund the costs of the 
move, with an overall saving 
expected to be made on the cost of 
operating two separate schools. 

Coun Huw David, cabinet member 
for children and young people, said: 
“We’ve undertaken comprehensive 
consultation and we’ve had an almost 
unanimous show of support from the 
infants’ school. 

“There was real engagement with 
pupils, staff, governors and parents, 
and this proposal is seen by many in 
the local community as a natural 
progression which is taking place 
across the county borough. 

“Both schools are very good 
schools already and I’m sure that they 
will continue to improve. They have 
both always worked very closely and 
successfully together to ease the 
transition from infants to juniors. 

“Creating an all-through primary 
school under the management of one 
headteacher - albeit on separate sites 
initially - will bring even greater 
continuity to the educational 
experience of the pupils.”

A young sportsman’s dreams of 
representing Wales at the Fencing 
Commonwealth Games in July have 
received a huge boost thanks to local 
businesses. 

In March, The GEM reported that Jack 
Cafaro (16) from St Athan was hoping to 
make the trip to South Africa as part of the 
Welsh fencing team - the only problem was 
the £2,600 cost of the trip. 

At the time his grandmother Sue 
explained: “It’s the opportunity of a lifetime 
for Jack.

The family were desperate not to see 
Jack’s hopes shattered, and following the 
article in The GEM, Sue armed herself with 
a copy on a trip to Llandow Trading Estate. 

Sue said: “I went round knocking on 
doors for a couple of hours and the garages 
were very good - donating figures of 
between £25 and £50 here and there. 
Topstak donated £300.1 want to thank them 
and all the business people on the estate.” 

In total. Sue raised £600, and last 
weekend the family received some thrilling 
news. 

“The Bryn Illtyd Trust has awarded Jack 
£600!” 

It means just £1,400 is now needed to 
cover the costs of the trip.

Jack to grocery pack on May 9 in Llantwit. 
We’ve also got a ‘bag pack’ planned at 


Tesco on the Port Road in Barry on July 4, 
just a few days before he leaves for South 
Africa.” 

The family will also be doing a car boot 
sale in Sully. 

Jack, who attends St Richard Gwyn High 
School in Barry, said: “My ultimate 
ambition is to represent Wales at the 
Olympics, possibly in Tokyo in 2020.” 

He joined Llantwit Major Eencing Club 
at the age of 11 and is being coached by Dr 
Gordon Kingston. 

“I saw a story in The GEM featuring 
another local fencer, James Harrington who 
got to the Commonwealth Games. I met him 
and Gordon and wanted to get involved. 

“I started with the ‘foil’ because because 
it improves your footwork.” 

Now, Jack competes in epee, in which 
strikes can be made against all parts of the 
body and are recorded electronically. 

“Eights are a mixture of the mental and 
physical. Older fencers might not have the 
reaction speed, but are able to keep their 
distance and use their mind. Younger 
fighters might not be as astute, but use their 
speed.” 

Lighters progress in tournaments after 
round-robin contests. 

The Eencing Commonwealth Games take 
place in Cape Town from July 11-17.

Police give 
a warning 
after local 
burglaries 

SOUTH Wales Police have issued a 
warning to residents to ensure they are 
keeping their homes safe and secure after 
a spate of burglaries in Maesteg, where 
officers have received reports of three 
burglaries over the past few weeks.

CONSERVATIVES UNHAPPY 
ABOUT CARDIFF AIRPORT’S 
LATEST PASSENGER NUMBERS 


THE Welsh Conservatives 
are on the attack after 
passengers numbers fell at 
Cardiff Airport in the year 
August 2013 to July 2014. 

Figures announced last week 
put the fall at 3.6 per cent, as the 
airport was used by just over one 
million passengers. 

The Welsh Government has 
spent around £80 million on the 


airport since purchasing it in 
2013. 

South Wales Central AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, said: 
“Passenger numbers have been in 
steep decline since 2007 and 
Welsh Labour’s purchase of the 
airport has done little to arrest 
that slide. 

“In fact, the Welsh Labour 
Government has spent almost £80 
million on the airport so far, with 


passenger numbers up by a 
measly 12,000 since they 
purchased it in 2013 

“When the former managing 
director left suddenly last year it 
was claimed that the new 
appointment would oversee a 
substantial rise in new routes. 

“In reality, that appointment 
has yet to reap any real dividends 
for the taxpayer and the Welsh 
public deserves better.”

Former paralympic swimmer 
targets more triathlon glory 
following successful debut 


FORMER GB Paralympic swimmer 
Rhiannon Henry from Bridgend is 
targeting more success in Para- 
triathlon, after winning gold in her 
first competitive race, writes SIMON 
WILDERSPIN. 

Henry and her guide Nicole Walters 
claimed the victory in the PT5 category at 
the ITU (International Triathlon Union) 
World Para-triathlon event in South Africa 
last month. 

And now the 27-year-old is hoping that a 
passionate home support can cheer her on 
to more glory when the Para-triathlon 
comes to south Wales in May. 

“The next major event is only 30 minutes 
from my home, so I’m hoping for a big 
following,” says Rhiannon, whose shy 
smile gives away her modest demeanour. 
“I know my family and friends are coming 
down to support me and with the bike 
circuit being quite small, the crowd will be 
quite compact and add to that atmosphere.” 

The former Bridgend Swimming Club 
member will be grateful to compete closer 
to home, having travelled nearly 9,000 
miles to make her debut. 

“It was an amazing place to have my 
debut,” says Henry, who is still bearing her 
South African tan. “I was a bit nervous as 
it was my first triathlon but it all went 
well.” 

‘Weir is probably an understatement, 
with Rhiannon finishing four minutes 
ahead of 2015 ITU World Para-triathlon 
silver medallist and Great Britain teammate 
Melissa Reid. 

“Melissa is ranked number one and took 
the gold medal in the Europeans last year 
and silver at Worlds, so I was quite pleased 
and surprised at my finish in South Africa. 

“The difficult part for me was 
transferring my swimming from in a pool to 
open water. I think my coaches were eager 
to see how I would cope, as some people 
just can’t translate their pool swimming to 


open water but I seemed to do it very well.” 

The four day trip, including two for 
travel, has left the Loughborough-based 
athlete tired, but determined for more 
success, culminating, she hopes, with a 
plane ticket to Rio 2016. 

“The aim of course now is Rio, 
absolutely. The qualifying for the games is 
quite complicated but it’s to do with how 
you place in major competitions in the year 
leading up to it. You’re not qualifying for 
your own spot; you’re qualifying for a 
female spot so the British team then have to 
choose who the best are. I don’t fully 
understand it; I just get on with it.” 

Compared to the world of swimming, 
she admits that her new sport allows her to 
focus on more events. “There are World 
and European Championships every year in 
triathlons and it’s great to have a major 
event that often, as in swimming it was 
every four years between the games. 

“I’ll be qualifying for that later in May in 
Llanelli which will be nice to be involved 
in. So if I come top two out of the British 
girls I’ll be guaranteed to go to European 
and Worlds, as well as the test event in Rio 
in August, which will be the course where 
the games will be, that will be in August. 
That’ll be amazing, to go over there and 
experience what it will be like in 2016.” 

Due to there being three female 
triathletes, one person will not be 
guaranteed a start, meaning a place on the 
Wild Card may be the only way of making 
it to Brazil. When asked about that option, 
Rhiannon is forthright with her response: 
“My aim is not to be in that spot.” 

And who can blame her. She has 
achieved two bronze medals in swimming 
at the Paralympics in Athens 2004, as well 
as competing at both Beijing 2008 and 
London 2012, but still feels she has much 
more to give and is turning the hurt from 
London 2012 into motivation. 

“I missed out in two races at London,” 
she explains. “I finished fourth in both, 0.1 


of a second behind bronze in one and then 
just over a second in the other. 

“I found out two years before London 
that they weren’t going to have my two 
main events (100 fly and 400 freestyle), 
they had been taken out of the programme. 
So I had to go for my third, fourth and fifth 
best events, so I already knew it was going 
to be a bit of an uphill struggle but I 
decided to keep at it and try my best to win 
a medal. 

“I was still really pleased with fourth, 
especially with my 200 medley as that was 
a personal best, and even though I was a 
second off bronze, it was still a lifetime 
best, so I was pleased. 

“It’s just that one race where I was 0.1 of 
a second off that really hurts. It was very 
tough and I think that’s why I ended up 
giving up on swimming. 

“Going through two years of solid 
training for an event that wasn’t really my 
best took its toll on me and I didn’t really 
want to continue after that. 

Rhiannon admits it was no knee-jerk 
reaction that made her retire from the pool 
after London, citing that she took two full 
months before arriving to a very tough 
conclusion. 

“It was a very hard decision because I’d 
been swimming and part of a club since I 
was eight-years-old. It’s just what I did and 
who I was. 

“I didn’t want to make a decision straight 
after London when my emotions were 
really high so I decided to get back into 
training and I was enjoying it at first, but 
then about two months later I just didn’t 
want to do it anymore so I was comfortable 
knowing I had stopped for the right 
reasons. But after two years off and now 
that I’m back in the pool, I am loving it.” 

For a young girl who was warned off 
riding bikes due to her being partially 
sighted, Rhiannon’s eye for Rio 2016 gold 
is anything but!

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150 Years of Penarth — a trip around Glebe 
Street ‘shopping centre* before the docks 


IT’S time to clock 
off after a day’s toil 
constructing 
Penarth Dock. 
Unless you 

happened to live in 
Cardiff, the chances 
were that you would 
have had 

accommodation in 
fledgling Penarth, 
either as a 
householder or a 
lodger, writes 

BRIAN KEITCH. 

Or, of course, working 
alongside family - many 
boys - some as young as 
eight or nine, in the days 
before schooling became 
the norm, were expected 
to pay their way - often 
work which was 
dangerous by nature. It 
was, after all, still the 
days of chimney sweeps. 

If you were a mason or 
gantryman, you could 
expect approximately 
four shillings and 
sixpence a day (22p 
today) - not bad in the 
1860s. An attempt by 
management to cut the 
pay in November 1863 to 
compensate for the slow 
progress in the 
construction of the works 
led to an all-out strike. 

The stop in working 
threatened to further 
delay the opening of the 
dock - so the men won 
the day. 

With your wages in 
your pocket a much 
needed glass of ale 


would be welcome - 
from just two inns in 
1851, 10 years later there 
were 13. More 
particularly in Penarth 
‘town’ the Windsor Hotel 
(with its own brewery 
since 1856), the Ship 
Hotel, the Plymouth 
Hotel, The Pilot, The 
Royal Hotel, the Clive 
Arms, the St Fagan’s 
Castle, The Golden Lion 
and - the Penarth Head 
Inn was still open for 
business. 

A ‘glass’ of ale would 
set you back (depending 
on brand) as little as one 
old penny (0.83p in 
today’s money). 

Worthington’s Best Ale 
would cost you twice as 
much. But what brew? 
By 1885 Cardiff alone 
had a head-spinning 18 
local breweries, many 
serving about a dozen 
public houses. 

Back in 1863, the likes 
of Brains and Hancock’s 
were still light barrels 
away! Penarth’s own 
brewery - Lovett’s (the 
brewery still stands next 
to the Windsor Hotel as 
flats) probably supplied 
quite a few local 
hostelries - saving the 
cost of sending drays 
from Cardiff. 

It certainly had plenty 
of capacity - an 
advertisment in the press 
beams out - 'Visitors to 
this fashionable resort 
will do well to try this 
celebrated Home Brewed 
Beer, made solely from 


Pure Sping Water, Malt 
and Hops. In casks 4, 5, 
9, 18, 36 and 54 

gallons’] 

Thirsty? The ad goes 
on: 'Talk not of Fiz or 
Sherry, For this at least 
is clear. There’s not a 
beverage in the Land, 
like Lovett’s Home 
Brew’d Beer. It braces 
you, it wakens you - It 
fills you with good cheer: 
It’s meat and drink, and 
clothes I think - Is 
Lovett’s Home Brew’d 
Beer!’ (Clothes?) 

The Penarth Brewery, 
after several changes of 
hands seems to have 
ceased production by the 
early 1900s. Shame. 
But, suitably refreshed - 
how about a trip around 
town - 1863 style? 

Look no further than 
Glebe Street to fill up 
your shopping bag - or in 
those days - cart. Nol 
Glebe Street - John 
Morgan, grocer; No 2 
James Howell - 
tobacconist; No 3 James 
Pickford, printer - later 
founded the Penarth local 
press with the Penarth 
Chronicle; No 4 John 
Phillips - ironmonger; 
No 5 Susan Pasley - 
newsagent; No 6 James 
Slade - florist; No 9 
Charles Rowland - 
umbrella maker; No 11 
Benjamin Morris - 
draper. OK, weekend 
joint: No 13 David 
Cornwell - butcher; milk 
and eggs? No 30 
Timothy Driscoll - 


dairyman; shoes/boots? - 
any of these: No 15 
George Payne, No 51 
James McKenna, No 68 
William Finch. 

How about some veg 
with the beef - No 71 
Morgan’s or No 62 
George Cole. Bread? 
No 64 Richard Draper, 
baker. Fish for a change? 
No 65 William Sadler 
(should ring a bell even 
today with most 
Penarthians) or No 70 
WG Hayes. Headwear? 
- No 66 James Lewis - 
hatter. Something to 
read? No 67 Rachel 
Roberts - bookseller. 
Short back and sides? 
Try No 47 William 
Whiley - hairdresser. 
Pubs? Albion, Golden 
Lion, St Fagan’s Castle 
Nos 21, 54 and 103 
respectively. Later the 
Prince of Wales Theatre 
opened up in the same 
street for your 
entertainment. 

Oh! Fancy a chicken 
instead? No 97 John 
Narin - poultry dealer; 
some new tables and 
chairs? No 88 E Jones 
furniture dealer; lick of 
paint? Look no further 
than William Johns, No 
100. Paper hangings? 
No 63 Charles Delve - 
house decorator. Need 
some coal for the fire? 
Pop around to Arcot 
Street, Edward Brown 
No 41 or William 
Thomas No 47 will 
oblige. New teapot? 
Same street. No 58 
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William Williams - china 
dealer. 

Of course, there were 
no cars, they had not 
been invented yet - but 
you may need some 
provisions for your 
horse. No problems - 
there are plenty of 
providers for grain and 
hay here! But it was 
short of eating houses - 
just No 3 Maughan 
Terrace, W Males - next 
door to another pub, 
Penarth Dock Hotel. 

However, tranquility 
was not far away from 
the hum-drum of dock 
building - a pint at the 
Penarth Head Inn was 
still on offer - or an easy 
walk up to the ancient St 
Augustine’s Church with 
its views across the 
Severn Sea; or Mor 
Hafren - with then, 
dozens of ships anchored 
off - awaiting the call to 
enter Cardiff docks. 

As work on Penarth 
dock neared completion, 
the Penarth Head Inn was 
demolished to make way 
for the Custom House 
where, ironically, is now 
a restaurant where drinks 
may be had again! 
Another unique part of 
the ancient was destined 
for the attention of the 
demolition men. 

Permission was 
granted on July 6, 1865 
for the church of St 
Augustine to make way 
for an altogether 
grandiose structure, to 
reflect the fast-growing 


township. The final 
sermon was preached in 
the old church on the 
evening of Monday, July 
19 1865 by the Rector 
Charles Parsons. 

This was truly the end 
of an era. The sermon 
which was printed by 
Hugh Bird that year runs 
to some 2,000 words - 
though apparently not the 
complete version 

delivered that evening. 

The next day the 
workmen arrived to take 
the church down, to 
make way for the new 
edifice. 

From the clamour of 
the new town it was still 


a quiet stroll - albeit 
along steep and often 
muddy tracks to the 
beach. The visitor would 
find just a bank of 
pebbles up against a 
track with only a few 
houses there - Elizabeth 
Matthews lived in Rock 
Villa, Edward Morgan, a 
farmer, lived in Beach 
Cottage and William 
Evans resided in Sea Cot. 

The Kymin was 
passed in the descent to 
the seashore, occupied by 
John Batchelor JP and 
somewhere Stuart 
Stockdale the customs 
officer presided. In due 
course a stone esplanade 


was constructed - the 
lifeboat station built and 
soon the boating and 
bathing enthusiasts 
arrived, but it was still 
farmland all the way to 
Lavernock and beyond. 

The new town was 
here to stay and 
expectations ran high for 
the historic day when the 
first vessel ‘cut the tape’ 
and Penarth Docks were 
declared open for 
business (albeit over a 
year late due to delays).

Reeves* John Wick is vacuous 

- BUT OH SO SLICK AND STYLISH 


E ver since he hit 
paydirt with the 
success of The 
Matrix and its two 
inferior, yet still 
financially viable, 
sequels, Keanu Reeves 
has failed to really set 
the film world alight, 
the likes of Constantine, 
Street Kings and The 
Day The Earth Stood 
Still all relatively 
disappointing. 

Having seen his last film, 
47 Ronin (a labour of love 
for the star) crash and burn at 
the box office, his latest film 
sees him take on the revenge 
thriller genre that has been so 
profitable for Liam Neeson, 
in John Wick, Reeves plays 
the titular character, who, 
having lost his wife, seeks 
solace in a new companion, a 
small puppy. 

However, when gangsters, 
led by Alfie Allen’s losef, 
steal his Mustang car and kill 
his dogs, Wick’s background 
comes clear - he is a hitman 
feared by the underworld for 
his lethal manner, and Wick 
is intent on making those 
who have wronged him pay... 
The opening 10 minutes of 


John Wick don’t bode 
particularly well; having seen 
Keanu Reeves (never the 
most expressive of actors) 
attempt to emote following 
the death of his wife, we find 
ourselves hurtling into 
Marley and Me territory as 
he is sent a gift from beyond 
the grave in the shape of a 
puppy, its mission - to help 
John heal and grieve. 

Had the rest of this film 
been a study of grief and 
eventual acceptance signified 
through the relationship of 
John and the dog (who, 
incredibly, offers the best 
performance here) then it 
would have made for a rather 
mediocre 90 or so minutes. 

However, following the 
robbery that leaves Wick 
mourning his four-legged 
friend and the theft of his 
car, we shift gears quite 
considerably, as the 
remainder of the film plays 
out like one long, 
uncompromising action 
sequence - and is all the 
better for it. 

On the surface, there is 
very little cinematic worth to 
John Wick, there is no real 
story other than Wick’s 
desire to brutally kill anyone 
who dares get in his way; but 
despite this, it still makes for 


a pretty entertaining watch, 
the constant violence 
punctuated with some wry 
humour that seems to suggest 
that both writers and 
directors sense that playing 
this too poker faced would 
spoil the fun. 

For example, as well as 
making the source of Wick’s 
Death Wish-Qsque mission a 
small puppy, there is a hotel 
intended exclusively for 
assassins with a dry as the 
desert desk clerk, the hotel 
kitted out with an on call 
doctor. 

Directors Chad Stahelski 
and David Leitch are better 
known as fight 
choreographers, and it 
certainly shows here, as 
every sequence is thrillingly 
staged, with no punches 
pulled and vicarious violence 
the order of the day. 

While the high octane, 
bullets and brawn gets a little 
tedious towards the end, the 
pair don’t make a bad fist of 
the direction itself, cliched in 
places as it may be (a 
climactic battle in the rain, 
far too many bird’s-eye aerial 
shots of New York), with the 
film having a distinct visual 
identity that lends it some 
style. 

The performances are 


nothing to write home about. 
Reeves’ high points being his 
physicality and ability, even 
at the age of 50, to deliver 
such a hard-hitting action 
performance (it’s just a 
shame he is occasionally 
required to do some actual 
acting). 

While the villains in Alfie 
Allen and his cronies are all 
your common-garden 
European gangster types, 
Michael Nyqvist’s head 
gangster gets a little bit more 
depth and makes for an 
intriguing, if hammy, bad 
guy. 

However, pulling a film 
like John Wick up for 
housing poor performances is 
too much like shooting ducks 
in a barrel; you don’t go into 
films like this expecting an 
acting showcase. Instead it 
offers the blood, guts and 
bullets that you would 
expect, and judged on those 
terms makes for quite a slick 
and stylish viewing 
experience - and it also 
makes a change seeing 
someone other Liam Neeson 
shooting anonymous eastern 
European gangsters. 

VERDICT: Some of the 
least impressive acting you’ll 
see this year, but allied to 
some of the hardest-hitting

actions sequences you’ll see 
this year and with a sense of 
knowing and wit that adds a 
pleasant note, John Wick is a 
vacuous but slick piece of 
entertainment.

Nobody wants a bad hair day or a mirror 
nightmare, but if there’s one time in your life when 
you need to look your beautiful best, it’s your 
wedding day. 

With your closest family and friends to hand - 
and a photographer snapping at your heels - being 
a bride should be the happiest day of your life. 

So the last thing you want to worry about is 
make-up blunders. 

Make-up artist Jemma Kidd says: “The best 
wedding make-up is subtle and unobtrusive, yet 
reveals and enhances everything that’s most 
beautiful about a bride’s face.” 

Whether you’re being made up by your best pal 
or a team of professionals, ensure you’ve got your 
look prepared by way of a few trial runs. 

Our beauty experts offer their big day advice to 
ensure you’re glowing inside and out. 

Make-up musts 

You may be a master of make-up for everyday 
looks, but bridal is a very different marriage of 
techniques and tricks. 


“Bridal make-up needs to have enough colour to 
compensate for the whiteness of the dress,” 
explains make-up artist Bobbi Brown. 

“Apply your make-up as if you were going to a 
formal event - everything should be a bit stronger 
than the make-up you normally wear.” 

To ensure your lip colour lasts throughout the 
‘kiss the bride’ peck and beyond. Brown advises 
lining and filling the lips with a matching lip pencil 
before applying your lipstick. 

Beaming with love, you may have a natural glow 
on the day but you’ll still need a touch of colour. 

“When choosing a blush, go for pink if you are 
fair, and rose if you are dark. Apply it to the apples 
of your cheeks for a healthy glow. 

“For a pop of colour, use a brighter shade just on 
the apples of your cheeks,” Brown recommends. 

Avoid embarrassing make-up blunders during 
the speeches with tear-proof products. Look for 
waterproof and long-wearing formulas in both 
mascara and eyeliner to avoid smudges and 
streaks. 

Face powder is a must, according to Brown: 

“Set concealer and foundation with a powder puff. 
And don’t forget to bring pressed powder in your 
evening bag for touch-ups throughout the day.”

Romantic hair 

Forget the debate about summer or winter 
weddings, one of the biggest decisions for brides is 
whether to wear hair up or down. 

If the top of your dress is fussy, an ‘up-do’ is a 
good option to keep the focus on your face and 
gown. 

Redken session stylist Giovanni Giuntoli 
recalled a New York Bridal Fashion Week when 
hair was ‘high and refined’ for spring/summer. 

“The season balanced the hair with the big 
gowns, while an avant garde twist gave even more 
height and drama.” 

An up-do adds instant sophistication and 
elongates the neck, according to Giuntoli. He 
advises asking a bridesmaid to hold on to a mini 
finishing spray for touch-ups to ensure that your 
style stays in place all night long. 

If you have a simple dress and want a more 
relaxed, modern look, try Giuntoli’s ‘end-of-day 
waves’. 

“The look is down and the waves are not tight, 
they’re fresh,” he explains. “We’re trying to get 
away from the corkscrew for a youthful, casual 
after-wedding look that’s flattering and flirty.” 

Ring fingers 

As you take your husband-to-be’s hand at the 
altar, the last thing you want to offer him is 
chewed nails or a garish set of false talons. 

Ensure your ring finger and its nine family 
members are preened to perfection. 


“Start thinking about the condition of your nails 
four to six months before the big day,” advises 
Joanna Hansford, director of manicurists at Jo 
Hansford salon. 

“It takes six months for a new nail to grow 
completely, so if they are damaged in any way 
they have a good chance of recovering in time.” 

Condition and hydrate your hands and nails 
using a hand cream and cuticle oil last thing every 
night for at least a month before the wedding to 
see happier hands. 

If you’re addicted to nail decor, hold off 
excessive use of coloured nail varnishes in the run¬ 
up to your wedding. 

“Nail polish removal can cause nails to dry out, 
so try not to use it more than once a week and opt 
for acetone-free ones,” advises Hansford. 

“Darker colours can also stain the nail bed if 
used over a long period. However, if this occurs, 
lemon juice can be used to cleanse them.” 

As for the big day itself? Ask your manicurist to 
assess your nails and see whether long, short, 
square, oval or rounded most suits your hands and 
plan the shape in advance. 

Hansford recommends; “Natural nails always 
look best if you are going for a traditional wedding 
but if you are going for a more modem, 
contemporary look, you could have a brighter 
colour but make sure it doesn’t clash with your

‘Sprawling surburbia’ is 
due to lack of planning 


T he Vale Council seems intent on 
turning the Vale into sprawling 
suburbia, reliant on cars to reach 
shops, employment, etc. which are 
primarily located in Cardiff. 

The current house-building target of 10,000, a 19 
per cent increase in current dwelling numbers, which 
developers are very eager to deliver ahead of the 
LDP timescale, will surpass all previous building 
records. 

A total of 19 per cent on 2011 numbers would 
mean an extra 12,950 vehicles on our roads, and an 
extra 4,000 commuters into Cardiff, resulting in an 
extra 1,400 cars during the morning peak hour and 
1,600 in the afternoon peak hour, through Baron's 
Court or Culverhouse Cross. 

Traffic from the Vale has to pass through either 
Baron’s Court or Culverhouse Cross on its way to 
Cardiff, and only a minority have access to train 
services. There is no credible plan for sustainable 
travel alternatives. 

The proposed 100 dwelling development at St 
Nicholas, like that at Colwinston, is completely 
reliant on cars for access to shops and places of 
employment and leisure. 

It’s likely that the cheapest new private houses 
will cost more £350,000 each, as those proposed for 
Bonvilston, making them unaffordable for most local 
people.

LOCAL ARTISTS INSPIRED’ BY SPLENDOUR OF 
THE VALE’S EDWARDIAN HOUSE AND GARDENS 


THE Vale of Glamorgan Artists (VOGA) 
a group of professional artists, have spent 
the past year creating contemporary 
artworks inspired by the beautiful Grade 
Il-listed Dyffryn House and its gardens. 

An exhibition of their work is now open to the 
public and will continue until the end of May. 

Now run by the National Trust, the estate is 
returning to its former glories and the artists have 
recorded their responses in a wide range of media 
from oil paint to photography and from sculpture and 
ceramics to quilts. 

The exhibition will launch the newly restyled 
Exhibition Room, formerly the Garden Room, which 
is accessible to the public whenever the gardens are 
open. 

Visitors will be able to enjoy a diverse range of 
artworks. VOGA chairman Bernard Heslin says: 
“Dyffryn has provided us with a fascinating and 
beautiful site in which to work. We have enjoyed 
spending time in the buildings and gardens during 
our year-long residency through the changing 
seasons.” 

Over the past year visitors may have spotted 
artists working in various parts of the house and 
gardens. Local sculptor Sue Roberts was captivated 
by multicoloured marble heads on one of the 
spectacular carved fireplaces. She has produced 
sculpture and photographs. 

Watercolourist Sue Paton could have been seen 
around the garden with her sketchbook as she 
captured flowers through the seasons. Her exhibit 
features nearly 300 post-card sized paintings: “My 
inspiration is the abundance and variety of the 
displays,” she says. 

Painter Richard O’Connell was captivated by the 
garden’s classical urns and figurines which he drew 
with pencil crayons: “They mirror a grander age 
when style showed status,” he explains. 

Children playing in the arboretum inspired Eve 
Hart’s charming painting of cheeky children hiding 
up a tree as she investigated the contrast between the 
geometry of structures and free organic forms. 

Painter Allan Brown also pursues figures among 
the cut hedges and the secret corners of the garden in 
his acrylic paintings. 

Painter Ann Townson was struck by the luscious 
greenness of Dyffryn which, she says, always 
“shocks” her. 

Sculptor Gwyneth Price has been observing, 
drawing and photographing fern forms for her stone 
carving. Sue Edwards’ paintings and prints focus on 



statuesque entrances, doorways and trees. 

Bernard van Lierop’s prints combine sets of 
photographs that capture some of Dyffryn’s dramatic 
transformations through the seasons. 

Textile artist Judy Stephens has taken a more 
abstract approach with her colourful quilts which try 
to capture something of the discrepancies between 
the brief grandeur of life at Dyffryn and the harsh 
reality of the coalface and the freighters which 
transported the coal worldwide. 

Pam Jones was also intrigued by the Cory family 
and has worked with porcelain heads and figures. 

The VOGA artists have a relationship with 
Dyffryn which now stretches back a decade. It 
started modestly with involvement in a Heritage 
Weekend exhibition of arts and crafts in 2005. 

VOGA took over running the event in later years 
and in 2009 the artists were invited to make work to 
celebrate the anniversary of Dyffryn’s Pompeian 
Garden. 

The exhibition, which is called ‘A Year at Dyffryn 
2’ with VOGA, includes four drop-in children’s 
drawing workshops open to the public. These are 
free and will be from 10am to noon and from 2pm to 
4pm on April 18 and 25.

The Davies sisters and a ‘love of beauty 
expressed through the medium of art’

ON March 17, 
Dinas Powys 
Probus Club’s 
guest speaker was 
the famous 
broadcaster, 
journalist and 
author Trevor 
Fishlock, whose 
subject was the 
Davies sisters of 
Llandinam, 
entitled ‘Ahead of 
their Time’. 

Gwendoline and 
Margaret Davies were 
the granddaughters of 
David Davies, an 
immensely wealthy 
entrepreneur, who 
started from nothing, 
and became Wales’ 
first millionaire. He 
founded Barry Docks 
in the late 1880s to 
export the coal from 
his own mines in the 
Rhondda. 

David Davies was 
horn on a farm and 
uneducated. He 
started life as a 
sawyer delivering his 
services ‘on time’ and 
‘on budget’. 

He was responsible 
for building the first 
iron bridge over the 
River Severn at 
Llandinam in the 
1850s - still standing 
today - before he 
started building 
railway lines. Between 
1855 and 1867 he 
built six different lines 


throughout Wales. 

In 1864, he invested 
in his first coal mine 
in the Rhondda, 
which is when he 
started to become 
seriously rich, 
establishing the 
family fortune for 
future generations, 
without, of course, 
knowing how this 
wealth would be used. 

Having given a 
brief background of 
David Davies’s life, 
Trevor Fishlock 
turned to the arts, 
and two paintings 
that featured in the 
Davies family story. 
‘IMPRESSIONIST’ 

The first was a 
portrait of David 
Davies, commissioned 
by his grateful 
shareholders in 1874, 
painted by Ford 
Madox Brown, and 
the second painting of 
‘La Parisienne’, 
otherwise known as 
The Lady in Blue, by 
Pierre-August Renoir, 
also painted in 1874. 

The 1874 Paris 
Exhibition attracted a 
huge number of 
artists expressing 
their definitive 
styles - Renoir, 
Manet, Cezanne, 
Degas, Pissarro, Van 
Goch, Morisot and 
Monet. 

These were all 
‘new’ painters, 
working against the 
academic convention 


of painting in a 
traditional style. 

The new artists 
were frozen out by the 
old school, which 
caused them to create 
their own exhibition 
in April 1874. A 
painting by Monet, of 
a misty harbour at Le 
Havre was called 
‘Impression: Sunrise’, 
which after some 
critical, and more 
importantly 
acclaimed reviews, led 
to the term, still in use 
today, of 
‘Impressionist’. 

‘La Parisienne’ 
unfolded a further 
coincidence between 
art and the coal 
fortune. A young 
budding scientist, 
William Brown, was 
experimenting to try 
and create a medicine, 
artificial quinine, to 
fight malaria. 

In so doing, by 
reducing coal to coal 
tar, he was left with a 
purple dye which kept 
its brilliance and did 
not fade. He invented 
the word mauve. This 
in turn led to the 
development of 
further colours, from 
which the striking 
blue of the dress in 
‘La Parisienne’ was 
probably derived. 

Brown’s 

experiments led him 
to create many 
colours which 
overturned the 


traditional vegetable 
dyes used for 
centuries and made 
him extremely rich. 

Gwendoline and 
Margaret’s mother 
died when they were 
three and five, and 
their father seven 
years later married 
his late wife’s sister, 
and employed a 
governess for the 
girls. Miss Jane 
Blake. 

Miss Blake’s 
influence in teaching 
French, French art 
and broader aspects 
of European culture 
was complementary 
to their step-mother’s 
desire for them to 
travel, and have a 
prolonged study of 
these subjects coupled 
with European history 
and architecture. 

In all of this, the 
considerable influence 
of Calvanistic 
Methodism prevailed, 
following their 
grandfather’s 
extensive 
philanthropic and 
charitable generosity, 
alongside building 
innumerable chapels 
around Wales. Having 
their maternal 
grandfather as a 
Methodist minister, 
the sisters were 
‘children of the 


Manse’ in every sense. 

They lived an 
extremely privileged 
life, but with the 
overriding social 
conscience of the 
church, and 
exemplary humility, 
they had an 
extraordinarily public 
spirited outlook. They 
were very aware of 
how the family wealth 
had been created - 
they felt indebted, but 
not guilty. 

The sisters’ own 
wealth did not fall 
into their hands until 
they were both 25, in 
1907 and 1909. 
Leading up to this 
time, with the 
broadening of their 
cultural education, 
they had fallen in love 
with art, eventually 
‘marrying’ their 
passion. 

Between 1908 and 
1913 they purchased 
some 100 paintings, 
spending in excess of 
£100,000 during that 
period, equivalent to 
at least £10 million 
today. 

However, if you 
look at Renoir’s ‘La 
Parisienne’ - that 
single painting could 
attract at least that 
amount at auction 
today, if it were to be 
sold. 


The Davies sisters 
spent very wisely! 
They were not driven 
by investment. It was 
love of beauty as 
expressed through art, 
and their desire to 
share this beauty with 
the world around 
them. 

They lent a 
considerable number 
of pictures to the 
National Museum of 
Wales exhibition at 
Cardiff City Hall in 
1913, the year that 
they purchased the 
Renoir ‘La 
Parisienne’, creating 
the link with Madox 
Brown’s painting of 
their grandfather, and 
both pictures are now 
at the National 
Museum. 

The exhibition was 
a resounding success, 
introducing 
Impressionist 
paintings to Wales for 
the first time, with 
some 26,000 visitors 
over eight weeks. 

In 1912, they had 
purchased the bronze 
cast of Rodin’s ‘The 
Kiss’, which was the 
centrepiece of the 
exhibition. 

Surprisingly, for 
nonconformist- 
influenced Wales, the 
sensuous, embracing 
lovers did not shock 
or surprise whereas in 
Lewes in the same 
year, the marble 
version was shrouded 


with cloth, as the 
authorities feared that 
such an embrace 
would offend! 

The Cardiff 
exhibition was 
acclaimed by an arts 
publication as one of 
the most important 
ever staged outside 
London. 

The start of the 
Great War curtailed 
their investment 
activities; instead, 
both sisters served in 
the war. 

In 1916, 

Gwendoline 
volunteered to join 
the French Red Cross, 
and Margaret joined 
her in 1917. 

They were based 
100 miles outside 
Paris, at Verdun, a 
major crossroads of 
activities serving the 
front line. Their 
working conditions 
were a world away 
from what they were 
used to, but both were 
keen to play their part 
in alleviating the 
suffering, as far as 
they were able. 

Their return to 
post-war Wales, saw 
their acquisitions 
proceeding, 
purchasing a further 
100 art works 
between 1918 and 
1927, when the 
economic decline hit 
the coal mining 
communities hardest. 

Most of the 


paintings were on 
display at their family 
home in Gregynog, 
which they shared 
with the wider 
community, hosting 
festivals, concerts, 
educational talks, 
with very eminent 
contributors from all 
over Britain, and 
from abroad. 
BEQUEATHED 

Eventually, 
Gregynog was given 
to the University of 
Wales, Aberystwyth, 
(which the family had 
supported in its 
creation) together 
with a substantial 
endowment for its 
ongoing use. 

Gwendoline died in 
1951, and Margaret in 
1966. Between them 
they bequeathed 260 
paintings and 
artefacts to the 
National Museum of 
Wales, transforming 
their collections for all 
time. 

The Davies sisters 
were ‘ahead of their 
time’ in so many 
ways. Their lives had 
an enormous impact 
on their local 
community, the 
broader community in 
religion, education 
and the arts, coupled 
with the most 
extraordinary 
generosity through 
their philanthropy 
which impacted on so 
many, many lives.

Paws on patrol will help 
lead battle against crime 

‘BE OUR EYES AND EARS’ LOCAL 
DOG OWNERS ARE URGED 


DOG owners in Bridgend 
county borough are being 
encouraged to be the eyes, 
ears and paws of local 
communities in a new 
scheme aimed at tackling 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

The council has teamed up with 
South Wales Police and South 
Wales Eire and Rescue Service to 
launch Paws On Patrol, a pilot 
project aimed at encouraging dog 
owners to report any suspicious 
behaviour when they take their 
pooch for a mooch. 

The PAWS scheme was 
launched on Priday, April 10 at 
Bridgend Eire Station by the 
Mayor of Bridgend County 
Borough, Coun Gary Thomas, and 
senior officers from SWPRS and 
South Wales Police. 

The event included 
opportunities for owners to give 
their dog a health check, to be 
microchipped, and to meet the 
professional dogs of the police and 
urban search and rescue teams. 

Members of the public who 
come across criminal or anti-social 
behaviour such as fly-tipping and 
fire setting will not be expected to 
intervene, but are asked to simply 
report and gather any evidence 
they can. Those involved will 
receive a hi-visibility collar for 
their dogs. 

Coun Gary Thomas said: “As a 
dog owner myself, I am delighted 
to be among die first to sign up to

“I think this is a wonderful 
initiative between the council, the 
fire service, the police, and of 
course the local community. 

“We should all aim to keep an 
eye out when we’re taking our 
dogs for a walk, and to report 
anything suspicious whether it’s 
someone fly-tipping or setting a 
fire. 

“Dogs, as we know, are 
particularly perceptive animals and 
they will often see and hear things 
that are maybe a bit out of place 
before their owners do. 

“This scheme is about 
encouraging owners to take notice 


of their dog’s behaviour the next 
time they go for a walk, and to 
report any suspicious behaviour to 
the relevant authorities.” 

Sinead Tomalin-Reeves, from 
Top Dogs in Bridgend, added: “I 
t hin k it’s a fantastic initiative. The 
help anyone can give to the police 
to stop criminal behaviour is a 
bonus.” 

Jane Pisher, also from Top 
Dogs, added: “There should be 
more of this sort of thing going on 
- it encourages people to train their 
dogs to look out for anything 
unusual.” 

Group Manager Garry Davies, 
Head of Community Safety and 
Partnerships at South Wales Eire 
and Rescue Service, said: “This is 
a great scheme and SWPRS is 
delighted to be part of it alongside 
our partners in South Wales Police 
and Bridgend County Borough 
Council. 

“As a service, we beheve that 
collaborative working keeps our 
communities safe through raising 
awareness and reducing risk. 

“Dog owners are able to get to 
areas that our crews and patrols 
cannot, which means that we have 
eyes - or paws - everywhere to 
ensure we continue to reduce anti¬ 
social behaviour in our 
communities, not only in Bridgend 
but across South Wales.”

HAVING given a good account 
of themselves at home, and 
finding a fruitful run of form 
in the second half of the season, 
Bridgend Athletic made the 
journey to table-topping 
Bargoed with a modicum of 
confidence and self-belief that 
they could do what no other 
team has done this season. 

Bargoed sit at the top of the 
SWALEC championship with 21 
victories from 21 games, having scored 
a bonus point in all bar three of those 
matches. 

They recruited well at the beginning 
of the season but will ultimately end up 
frustrated as they do not meet the 
criteria set by the WRU to progress to 
the Premier Division. 

Bargoed kicked off deep into the 
Athletic 22 and a sliced return 
immediately gave them field position 
10 metres from the visitors’ line. 

From the line-out, Bargoed attacked 
the middle of the field and very soon 
after a series of quick rucks they 
created an overlap down the narrow 
side for wing Lewis Protheroe to 
squeeze over in the corner for the 
opening try, that went unconverted.

From this point in the half it was 
almost all Athletic as they stunned 
their bigger opponents with the quality 
of their attacking play, despite being 
under pressure at the scrums. 

Griffiths and fellow second rower 
Tom Penry-Ellis were at the forefront 
of the forward effort, ably supported 
by hooker Nathan Holman and his 
props Matthew Norman and Rod 
Apsee. 

Flanker Ben Howe continued his 
fine foraging work of recent weeks and 
Griff Davies worked tirelessly to keep 
the Athletic on the front foot. Evans 
and the centres Ryan Owen and Tom 
Morgan proved to be effective ball 
carriers and solid defenders in 
conjunction with full-back, the ever- 
dependable Lindsay McCausland. 

The Athletic forced their opponents 
back on their own line and the home 
scrum half was found guilty of slowing 
the ball down and was shown the 
yellow card by referee Mr Martyn 
Lewis. 

With a man advantage, the Athletic 
pressed home their attack and scrum 
half Jake Williams fired out a pass to 
Ryan Owen, whose timing and angle 
of running allowed him to burst 
through and dive over close to the 
posts for a try converted by Evans to 
give the Athletic the lead. 

Bargoed came back with an attack 


of their own but a solid tackle in 
defence dislodged the ball inside the 
Athletic 22. 

Mathew Norman swooped onto the 
loose ball and fed Owen, who made 
good progress before feeding speedy 
wing Dan Howells. When he was 
tackled, the ball was recycled to the 
other side of the field where Evans 
made a nice break that was carried on 
by Tom Morgan, who found Jake 
Williams on his outside for the scrum- 
half to dive over. 

Soon after, another handling error 
by Bargoed gave the Athletic an 
attacking scrum. Griff Davies picked 
up and linked with Morgan and Owen 
and again Williams was at hand to dive 
over for the third try. Evans converted 
to give the Athletic a 14-point lead at 
half-time much to the chagrin of the 
home supporters. 

The small band of Athletic 
supporters felt that an unlikely result 
might be in the offing but they were 
soon to be disabused by the home 
team, who came out for the second- 
half in a completely different frame of 
mind. 

Their scrum began to really 
dominate and their Mg robust ball¬ 
carriers became more and more 
effective. They scored two quick tries, 
one for wing Lee Pearson after good 
work following a quickly-taken 
penalty and one for effective scrum- 
half James Pizey from a scrum drive. 

The Ath were still competing 
manfully and a few handling errors 
denied them scoring opportunities but 
with their scrum dominating, the home 
eight drove over from close in for their 
fourth try of the game to earn a bonus 
point. 

When the Athletic tried to break out 
from under their posts a poorly- 
executed pass resulted in a scrum from 
which a penalty was awarded and fly- 
half Prosser extended the home lead to 
six points. 

Even the replacement of the whole

Prosser sent over the resulting 
penalty to take the Athletic out of 
losing bonus point range. 

Bridgend Athletic were not about to 
lie down though and the last five 
minutes of the action was inside the 
home 22. As time ran out, the Ath had 
one last surge for the line. Sean 
Williams was unable to get his scoring 
pass to Penry-Ellis and time ran out. 

Nevertheless, despite not playing as 
well as in recent performances, 
although these opponents are a cut 
above others in the division, the 
Athletic can take confidence from this 
display and look forward to the visit of 
Llanharan to Newbridge Fields next 
Saturday.
